I have responded to a call for volun­ 
t e e r s to serve as non-commissioned 
j officers in a battalion of negro sol­ 
d ie r s to be formed for non-combat­ 
ant service as laborers behind 
the 
battle lines in France. 
The men offering 
their 
services 
are drawn from every unit in camp 
[ and include soldiers from Indiana, 
Illinois anti Kentucky. Prospects that 
by attaching themselves to this labor 
battalion they would see service in 
France long before any othet unit 
of the 84th division is said to have 
been the principal attraction which 
caused the rush of 
volunteers. 
At 
first the majority of the men looked 
on the idea with some disfavor, but 
they experienced a change of heart 
when the possibility of being soon 
sent to France was called to their 
attention. 
The call was for men who 
had 
had experience as foremen or in an 
executive capacity in industrial oc­ 
cupations. The question of military 
training being a secondary consider­ 
ation in this instance. 
Complete 
organization 
of 
the 
battalion cannot 
of 
course be ac­ 
complished until the next increment 
of drafted men which will include a 
large proportion of negroes, arrives 
at the camp. 
The battalion will be used along 
the lines of communication, at the 
military ba?es and In non-combatant 
work. 
A modern, 
fireproof 
four-story 
building in the downtown district of 
Louisville will be used as a National 
Army Club by the men of the selec­ 
tive arm y 
in 
training 
at 
Camp 
Zachary Taylor. 
Announcement that the building 
had 
been 
obtained 
was made by 
Cecil 
C. 
North, the War Depart­ 
m ent’s 
representative here in con­ 
nection with the community organi­ 
st ion work. 
The building has 
a 
frontage of 
about one hundred feet and a depth 
slightly 
in 
excess of that. It was 
formerly 
used by a furniture com­ 
pany and its big open doors without

had a partisan political Government. 
Today four of the five great political 
parties are directly represented lr 
Its Ministry, and the fifth is sup­ 
porting the policies of the govern­ 
ment. 
Coalition and 
co-operation 
a re paramount in the work of the 
British Government. 
The one party 
which is not represented in the Min­ 
istry— the Irish Nationalists— is not 
there because of its hard and fast 
rule that Its mem liers shall not ac­ 
cept otrice in any British Ministry 
until Home Rule Is granted to Ire­ 
land. 
Before the war England was the 
world's greatest sea power, and one 
of the world’s weakest land powers. 
Today, she is still the greatest sea- 
powor, but her small standing army 
of pre-war times have been expand­ 
ed to a fighting force of 7,000,000 
men. 
Labor and Capital Ate One. 
Before the war there wats a gre^t 
deal of unrest Iii English industry. 
L abor unions were coming fast and 
were Increasing their demands from 
time to time. 
Since the war, while 
there has been finite a little unrest 
•eeause of the unions natural ob 
jection to profiteering, union labor 
is at one with capital in the cam­ 
paign to whip the Germans. 
The magnificent economic and in­ 
dustrial organization of England to­ 
day is due not only to the foresight 
ami organizing ability of lier m in­ 
isters, but to co-operation all along 
the line between the workers, par­ 
ticularly the women 
workers, and 
he 
Government. 
Notwithstanding 
the withdrawal of millions of men 
from industry to go into the milit­ 
ary, England’s industrial organiza­ 
tion is keyed to a higher pitch to­ 
day than ever before. 
She lias tre­ 
mendously sped up her production, 
especially in the production of m a ­ 
terials of war. Women who were not 
so largely engaged iii labor before 
the war are now to be found on the 
farms, in the factories, in the shops, 
iii 
the larger stores and the rail 
ways, the 
street cars, 
In 
every 
branch of the government civil ser­ 
vice, and everywhere that men used 
to work. 
T he re are more than 12,000,000 fe­ 
male workers now engaged in pro­ 
duction or distribution in England 
who were not engaged in either bo 
fore Hie war. 
From poorest to richest England’* 
women are setting about doing their 
ut 
i i i this big conflict to which the 
'lilied States recently became a par­ 
ty. 
Women Work oil Farms. 
T he agriculture 
of England 
is 
•small as compared with that of the 
United States, but since War started 
back in 
1914, more than 200,000 
women, who were not there before, J 
have gone on to the farms of Eng­ 
land to take the places of men who 
have gone into the trenches. 
They 
are regular, all the year round em ­ 
ployees. As many, if not more, work 
on 
the farms during the seasonal 
planting and harvest periods. 
W hen the War started England’s 
m unitions industry was comparative 
ly small. During the last few months 
she has declared herselt independent 
of the rest of the world in the m anu­ 
facture and assembling of munitions. 
She has ’brought herself to this state 
of independence and efficiency large 
ly th ru the employment of stand­ 
ardization methods and female lab­ 
or. 
Tile women of England wheu they 
learned their safety depended upon 
their labor in munitions factories 
went into the factories— more than 
a million of them— and every time a 
Tom m y at tile front fires a round ut 
the Germans he knows that his wife 
or his sweetheart, or hts sister, or 
his cousin hack home in “ Blighty” 
Is tu rn in g out munitions faster than 
he can use them to win the war. 
One English factory which before the 
W ar employed men only and turned 
out 7,500,000 cartridges a year, now 
employs 30,OOO women 
and turns 
Out 
25,000.000 
cartridges 
a day. 
When one gets on to a street car 
or a train or an omnibus in London, 
Manchester or any other city in Eng­ 
land, he is ulmost certain to hand 
his fare over to a woman conductor 
About half of the motor men are 
really motor-women. 
A large pro­ 
portion of the taxi drivers are wo­ 
men, and a great many of the rail­ 
way employes, 
The others are men 
too old for military service or phy­ 
sically unfit. 
W om en are even employed in the 
m ilitary establishment, as automo­ 
bile drivers, us expert mechanics, as 
assistants to the Royal Flying Corps, 
and in many capacities. 
T a k e Over Work of Postoffice. 
They do practically all messenger 
and delivery work, they have taken 
over a large part of the work of 
the Po st Office: they collect anti de­ 
liver the mails; they sort and dis­ 
patch them, in fact, thoro is nothing 
in England which man once did that 
woman is not doing now.
